NECROLOGY OF 1882. 



With the view of noting the chief facts in the history of 
ded periodicals (which, unfortunately, is usually left un- 
recorded,) the compiler asked the editors of ^'The Penn 
Monthly^'' and Potter'^s Magazine'^ to send the information 
required, — a favor which they very courteously granted. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 3, 1882. 

Mr. S. A. Sterne sends me your note of inquiry with regard to the 
Penn Monthly. I was the editor from its Inception until about a year 
ago, sometimes with associates, more often without any. Rev. W. 
W. Newton, Prof. E. O. Kendall, J. C. Sims, Esq., the late Henry 
Araiitt Brown. Prof. E. D. Cope were at various times associated 
with me. The first number appeared in January, 1870. We aimed to 
make it a magazine of independence in position, constructive not de- 
structive pui-pose, especially interested in sociology and politics, not 
shunning religious discussion and paying some attention to physical 
science. Our farther purpose was to do something to awaken in this 
city a wider interest in the great topics of general interest. Definite- 
ly our policy w^as Xtian. American, Republican and Protectionist. 

The magazine was owned by a joint stock company, in which Mr. 
Wharton Barker [now owner of ••The American"] was the principle 
stockholder, controlling more than a majority of votes. About a year 
ago we made it over to the Alumni Association of the University 
of Pennsylvania. Of its fate and fortunes since then — when its type 
and style was changed as well as its managers — you can learn from 
Mr. Sam. Wagner of this city. Very truly yours, R. E. Thompson. 

'•The American Historical Record, and Repertory of Notes 
AND Queries. Concerning the History and Antiquities of America 
and Biography of Americans" was projected under the editorship of 
Benson J. Lossing. LL.D. The magazine was a monthly quarto of 48 
pages, first published, Philadelphia, Pa., January, 1872, by Chase & 
Town. Its title is a sufficient index to its character and aim. During 
its existence and under the vigorous editorship of its founder, it was 
the pioneer as it was the representative of historical journals. It ap- 
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pealed mainly, though not exclusively, to the antiquarian or special 
student of American history ; and its sphere, therefore, was neces- 
sarily limited. At the conclusion of the second volume, the periodi- 
cal passed into the hands of Messrs. John E. Potter & Co., under the 
same editorship. In the December number of Volume III. we find 
the following under Current Notes : ''To Readers and Correspond- 
ents. — ^With this volume of -'The American Historical Record" my 
editorial management of it will cease. The chief reason for my re- 
linquishment of the pleasant task is that the pressure of other en- 
gagements will not allow me to devote the time and labor necessary 
to a faithful discharge of the duties of the station. . . . Benson 
J. LossiNG." To the above we have to add, that we would natural- 
ly regret the severance of Dr. Lossing's old-time relations with the 
Record but for the fact that, being thus relieved from the care and 
labor incident to the routine of active editorial supervision, he will be 
better able to enrich its pages with the productions of his facile pen. 
in the special field in which he stands pre-eminent. We therefore 
congratulate our readers, as well as ourselves, that he will still bear 
us pleasant company during the coming year, and that his connec- 
tion with this magazine in its improved and enlarged form will be 
even more valuable and important than heretofore." John E. Pot- 
her & Co." The improved and enlarged form was called Potter's 
American Monthly : An Illustrated Magazine of History, Literature, 
Science and Art, and was first published under the new name in Janu- 
ary, 1875. The size was increased to 80 pages. Illustrations were 
more profuse an4 elaborate. The character however was not funda- 
mentally changed, though partially modified. The aim was to make 
a popular magazine of American history, and at the same time, to 
give it a more distinctively literary character. Sketches, reviews, 
fiction, novels, tales, &c.^ were admitted; the character became light- 
er, and the field larger. It retained its original spirit under a new 
garb — one that appealed to the mass rather than to the specialist. 

The new Monthly started out with fair prospects under the editor- 
ship of Mr. J. H. Morris, and events soon showed the wisdom of the 
publishers in the choice of editor and the change in the interaal char- 
acter of the magazine. It had entered a field theretofore uncultivated, 
holding its way with rare discrimination along the border-line be- 
tween a strictly historical, or purely literary magazine, and a journal 
which appeals mainly to the household. It became, as it was intend- 
ed, a family magazine of high literary character, cherishing its his- 
torical spirit, as appears in its series of historico-romantic articles, 
and inculcating and promoting a love for the antiquities (if the ex- 
pression be allowable) of American histor5^ It attracted to its col- 
umns some of the first talent in the country, increased rapidly in 
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popularity, and speedily assumed rank with the long-established and 
popular monthlies. In 1878, Mr. A. G. Feather took editorial charge 
of the Magazine, and under his vigorous control the journal gained in 
reputation, as was evidenced partly by its enlargement from 80 to 96 
pages quarto. The general character and policy of the magazine con- 
tinued during his administration. Whatever internal changes were 
made were such as to popularize still more its chief distinguishing 
features. As a consequence the magazine flourished, and was in a 
very prosperous condition at the retirement of Mr. Feather at the 
close of the year 1881 . With the beginning of Volume XVIII., Janu- 
ary, 1882, the publishers, who had long been contemplating such a 
step, changed the form and size of the magazine, in keeping with the 
increased public appreciation, from quarto to octavo, and at the same 
time enlarged it from 96 to 120 pages. Other contemplated improve- 
ments were also made. Under its new form, Mr. Thomas A. Fens- 
termaker was appointed to the editorship. . . . Latteily, however, 
though their enthusiasm never abated or their liberality diminished, 
the attention of the publishers was largely diverted by circumstances 
which ultimately led to the disposal of the Magazine. 

During the spring and summer of 1882, '*Our Continent Publish- 
ing Co.," to secure a free field in Philadelphia, and for the jmrpose of 
merging ^'Potter's American Monthly" into the new weekly, ^'Our 
Continent", made such tempting proposals to the publishers, that 
after lengthy deliberation they were prevailed upon to dispose of the 
subscription list and good-will of the magazine. With the September 
number, 1882 (Volume XIX, No. 3.) therefore, ceased, amid general 
regret, the publication of this popular historical magazine, the best 
features of which are conserved in the young journal into which it 
has been merged.
